And by the 
way, as he was carried to Priſon, our Fugzg/er hung on his Coach-

So that by his impertinent notion, rhere oughr 
ro beas many Kings as Planets in rhe Government of every Nation.. Be- 
cauſe there 1s but one Sun, one Moon, one Saturn, one Fupiter.&c, For 
each Planet hath his ſhare and power in the produttion of men and 
rhings ; neither would -the order. of Nature be perfet, 1f either of 
chem were wanting; for God maWrothing in vain, But ro tell you the 
rruch of all, this 1s an Arbitrary Notion, which he learned of Sir George 
Wharton above thirry years ago : and therefore he might have told us 
here allo, that he ſpoke in that Gentlemars Cant,as well as in the Powder 
Plot. &c. 

Bur one thing I cannor paſs by without taking notioe of ir. And that 
is, in Page 27. he tells us, that a Commonwealth is the Bramble of Con- 
fſionz alluding there to the Parable of Fotham on mount Gerizzim, 
about the Trees going torth ro chooſe a King 3 and they choſe the 
Byamble for their King. Now you know ir is the narure of a Bramble 
co ſcrarch and rear all that ir comes near (as Gadbury ovſerves :) but 
the Bramblewas not-choſe for a Commonwealth, but for a King, There- 
fore how he will make this ſerve to ſer our the greatneſs of a Kung, 
T cannot tell, unleſs he hath made choice of this to abuſe and afronr 
chem ; for I am ſure, it can be taken no otherwiſe : However, pitty [1s 
Folly and his Ignorance in this and every thing elſe, for if he knew bet- 
ter he would do better; for when he calls the Bramble a Commonwealth, 
he calls himſelf a Commm Coxcomb. But iris no wonder in this Cale, 
becauſe he is the ſame in every thing elſe. In his 4ro/ogy he 1s a ve- 
ry I2worant Fellow. And his ſcandalous Libel throughout 1s nothing 
clic, but Cant and Naiſe. As you ſee in the Xatizity,he rhere ralks of, 
which 15 ail falie ; his Pallz4iumof Rome; his Quotations out of Haly ; .

was Religion and Proſtlyte better matchr than now in Fach Gadbury and 
Popery. And this 15 the Courſe and Cuſtom he will live in cill the Go-

Page 28, he ſays, There was never ſuch a civilit'd Army. in England 
as at this day : and he 1s fure, no man hath been wronged of a Pig, Hen, or 
Ege, without Redriſs, &c. Here let the whole Nation be Judges; For 
the behaviour of the Soldiers, and the Complainrs of the People 
from all parts of the Narion, are viſible evidences of the Fellows Im- 
pudence : Burt perhaps the Rapes, Rohberies and Murders they commit, 
are nothing if rhey ler the Prgs and rhe Hens alone; ' or perhaps he
